BOARD OF TRADE 
ANNUAL MEETING 


NEW OFFICERS ARE ELECTED 

Reports of Year's Work Received 
and Strenuous Program Mapped 
Out For Future 

Officers elected at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Hoard of Trade Monday 
evening were as follows: 

President, M. D. Welsher. 

Vice President, W. E. Parnum. 

Secretary, J. A. Patterson. 

Treasurer, W. S. Andrews. 

Directors, F. H. Hartman. J. C. 
Dickson, Greer Caskey, C. W. Mitch¬ 
ell, George B. Morgridge, M. D. Wel¬ 
sher, W. E. Farman. 

Reports of the work of the past 
year from the president, secretary, 
treasurer and committee chairmen 
were read. They showed a member¬ 
ship of thirty-six. During the year 
$217.fir. was collected for general 
purposes and $13 4.61 expended, leav¬ 
ing a balance of $83.61. The adver¬ 
tising committee raised $491.50 and 
expended $385.99, leaving a balance 
in the advertising fund of $105.51. 
The president s report, containing a 
summary of work done and making 
recommendations for the coming year 
is printed below. 

M. H. Bridle brought up the re¬ 
cent imposition of a five-cent toll for 
telephone service between Sierra 
Madre and Pasadena. The matter 
was discussed by several of those 
present, after which a communica¬ 
tion from President Farman of the 
telephone company was read. In it 
he said the charge was made neces¬ 
sary by abuse of the free service priv¬ 
ilege which had existed previously 
and said the movement originated 
with the United States and the Pa¬ 
cific Telephone companies with which 
the local company has long distance 
contracts. He thought it would he 
easier to secure a reduction of the 
charge between Sierra Madre and 
Los Angeles from 15 cents to 10 
cents than it would be to get the 
free Pasadena service renewed. He 
recommended that a committee be 
appointed to take up this matter, 
which would mean a greater saving 
than would free Pasadena service. 
This view' seemed agreeable to most 
of those present and a motion was 
adopted to that effect. President 
Mead appointed Messrs. Bridle, Jones 
and Keys on the committee. 

Captain Osgood offered resolutions 
of thanks to the City Trustees and 
to the School Trustees for faithful 
and efficient service during the past 
year. He said he liked to see more 
commendation and less criticism 
when possible and his view met with 
the approval of the members pres¬ 
ent, the resolutions being adopted. 

The constitution of the Board was 
amended to provide for the holding 
of the annual election of officers at 
the November meeting. This will 
permit the new officers to get to work 
at the beginning of the year and make 


! the fiscal year more convenient than 
; is now the case. 

President Welsher has announced 
his committee appointments for the 
looming year as follows, each director 
being chairman of one of the stand¬ 
ing committees:

Retiring President’s Report 

The annual report of President 
Mead, read before the meeting Mon¬ 
day evening, was as follows: 

To the Officers, Directors and Mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Trade. 

Gentlemen: — In looking over the 
records in preparing this report, I 
have been very much impressed with 
the great number of comparatively 
minor things to which the Board has 
given its attention during the last 
twelve months. This, 1 believe, em¬ 
phasizes even more than larger things 
would have done, the importance of 
the Board. On any matter of unusual 
importance, it would be possible to 
get concerted action without any such 
organization, but not on the smaller 
natters, many of which are included 
in the following: 

During the year the Board has en¬ 
dorsed and seen put into effect the 
adoption of the all-night porch light 
in many of our homes. 

Your committee on House Number¬ 
ing has completed its work, being- 
carried over from the last adminis¬ 
tration, and the homes of Sierra 
Madre are now generally numbered. 
The changes of names of some of the 
streets which this committee recom¬ 
mends is before the Board of Trus¬ 
tees and will be adopted in a very 
short while. 

Through the Transportation Com¬ 
mittee. we have obtained an im¬ 
proved schedule from the Pacific 
Electric and a freight depot. While 
the latter is not what it should be, 
nevertheless it is an improvement 
over the old conditions. 

By Special Committees, the Mt. 
Wilson Marathon Race was under the 
endorsement of the Board of Trade, 
the mail service has been improved 
and we have obtained a reduction of 
twenty per cent in the electric light¬ 
ing rates. 

The Civic Improvements Commit¬ 
tee has been instrumental in securing 
over 150 per cent increase in the 
number of lawns and have distributed 
a great number of poppy seed, be¬ 
sides arousing interest along the

The three inches 


of rain which fell during the storm 
caused a good many people to wish 
for more dry weather predictions 
like that which Forecaster Wollaber 
sent out just before the rain came. 
The real credit for bringing the 
showers appears to belong to F. O. 
Nichols, who kicked his rain gauge 
over ijUi.uuy afteriiOGii. The rain 
gauge had sat in his yard for three 
months patiently awaiting some mois¬ 
ture to register, but without avail. 
As he was passing it on Sunday af¬ 
ternoon Mr. Nichols decided the 
gauge was not likely to be of use for 
some time to come so he gave it a 
kick which sent, it rolling under a 
geranium bush. During the night 
the rain began to fall. Mondav 
morning Mr. Nichols set up the gauge 
again and by the time the rain ceas¬ 
ed the gauge showed a fall of con¬ 
siderably more than two inches, not 
I counting what it had missed. 

Nobody is happier over the rain, 
not even the ranchers, than is Frank 
Biederman, superintendent of the 
Water Company. He has enjoyed a 
little respite from the strenuous work 
which lias been his lot ever since the 
beginning of the dry season last sum¬ 
mer. The feature of the storm 
which was a source of particular de¬ 
light to the ranchers and fruit grow¬ 
ers was the fact that the fall was so 
gentle that almost none of the water 
which fell on the orchards ran off 
but nearly every drop soaked in 
where it would do good. 

HOTEL MAY RE-OPEN 

Prospects tor the opening of the 
Hotel Shirley have appeared brighter 
this week than for some time past. 
Two parties have been inspecting the 
property and consulting local busi¬ 
ness men as to the possibilities of the 
situation and it is probable that ar¬ 
rangements will be made whereby 
one of them will re-open the estab¬ 
lishment. Still another man was 
looking over the ground with a view 
to opening up a first class restaurant 
and lunch room. So it seems likely 
that visitors and others will be 
able to secure a meal in the business 
district in the near future. Hasten

WILL TRY TO 

GET TOGETHER 

CITY AND WATER COMPANY 

Trustees and Directors to Hold Joint 
Meeting to Consider Munic ipal 
Ownership or Operation 

Municipal ownership of the Water 
Company’s holdings or municipal 
operation under a leasing plan seems 
to sain favor daily as the matter is 
discussed about town. That the city 
be in control of the situation and in 
a position to develop more water 
seems to be imperatively demanded. 
The prospect of a dry year and the 
fact that the water company is vir¬ 
tually powerless to provide more 
water than is available under the 
present arranegment seems to make 
some prompt action a necessity. 

Directors of the Water Company 
have held several meetings for the 
purpose of going over the situation. 
F. C. Finkle, the water expert, has 
made several visits to Sierra Madre 
for the purpose of inspecting the 
property of the company and making 
recommendations. And the directors 
have now asked for a joint meeting 
with the city trustees which will be 
held next Tuesday evening. An ef¬ 
fort will be made to formulate some 
recommendation for presentation to 
the stockholders of the Water Com¬ 
pany at their annual meeting next, 
month. The meeting was set at that 
time to accommodate L. C. Torrance, 
who is a dire- tor of the company and 
has been unable to attend the pre¬ 
vious meetings. A full attendance of 
the members of both bodies was de¬ 
sired at the conference. 

INSTALLATION OF PRESIDENT 

Several Sierra Madre people will 
attend the exercises in connection 
with the installation of President 
James A. Blaisdell of Pomona Col¬ 
lege at Claremont Friday and Satur¬ 
day of next week. On Friday even¬ 
ing there will be addresses by Presi¬ 
dent Edward Eaton of Beloit college 
and President Harry A. Garfield of 
Williams College.

The inaugural reception will take 
place at 4 o’clock. In the evening 
Handel's “Messiah” will be rendered 
by the Choral Union.

days ago by the secretary of the 
Pasadena Board of Trade that this 
matter would be brought to a suc¬ 
cessful issue in a very short while. 

I would recommend to the new ad¬ 
ministration that this committee be 
enlarged to include at least three 
members, and that this matter be 
pushed as rapidly as possible. 

Much of the success of this year’s 
work must be attributed to the ac¬ 
tive co-operation of the Woman’s 
Club and the City Trustees, as these 
organizations have shown themselves 
always ready to respond to any sug¬ 
gestion made to them by your Board. 

With your permission, I would like 
to make the following recommenda¬ 
tions to the incoming administra¬ 
tion: 

1st. That the constitution and 
by-laws be so changed that the Civ¬ 
ics Improvements Committee may 
become a standing committee in the 
organization. 

2nd. That the Board immediately 
carry out its original intention and 
issue a booklet with the balance now 
held by the Advertising Committee. 

3rd. That a committee again be 
appointed to take up the matter of 
bringing the Huntington Drive into 
Sierra Madre. 

4th. That the City Trustees have 
J the street names, and that the prop¬ 
erty owners be requested to put the 
house numbers on the curbing. 

5th. That some system be devised 
by which the city taxes be made on 
(he actual valuation of property in¬ 
stead of the 30 to 50 per cent valua¬ 
tion now in vogue. While this, of 
course, would effect no reduction in 
the amount of taxes, it would effect 
a reduction of at least 50 per cent in 
the rate. 

6th. That the proper committee 
confer with the postmaster and other 
proper authorities for the securing 
of better quarters for our postoffice. 

7th. Steps should be taken toward 
securing a closer official affiliation 
between the Woman’s Club, City 
Trustees and the Board of Trade. 
One or two meetings were held by 
the officers of these organizations 
during the past year but nothing 
definite came of same. 

8th. A committee should be ap¬ 
pointed to secure, if possible, a re¬ 
duction in the price of gas from the 
Piedmont Gas Company. In view of 
the fact that they were able to se¬ 
nile far more applications than they 
expected. 1 am inclined to believe 
that some such reduction is possible. 


9th. Some steps should be taken 
to prevent so much of Sierra Madre 
money going to neighboring cities for 
ordinary utilities. The people of 
Sierra Madre are spending approxi¬ 
mately the following amounts month¬ 
ly: Laundry, $800; electric lighting, 
$650; gas, $650; telephone, $500; 
ice, $750; or a total of about $40,000 
a year. With the exception of the 
Telephone company, practically none 
of this money comes back into Sierra 
Madre in the shape of salaries or any¬ 
thing else. Where it is impractical 
for local capital to take up any part 
of these utilities, the company should 
be induced to at least keep a repre¬ 
sentative in Sierra Madre. 

10th. The transportation problem 
is still with us and becomes more 
pressing every day and whether by 
service to Pasadena or some other 
way, all efforts should be made to in¬ 
duce the Pacific Electric to give us 
more cars and better ones. I am in¬ 
formed that the Pacific Electric had 
its plans all drawn and had notified 
its local agent that steps would be 
immediately taken toward the erec¬ 
tion of a much more commodious 
freight and passenger depot at the 
corner of La Belle and Baldwin ave¬ 
nues. Owing to the taking over of 
their interests by the Southern Pa¬ 
cific, this matter was held up. hut 
should be taken up with the proper 
authorities when practicable. 

11th. The water question looms 
larger daily and demands immediate 
attention. Owing to the inactivity of 
the Board last year, this question was 
defeated at the water meeting, but as 
soon as the City and Water Board 
authorities think that the status of 
the Baldwin suit warrants the re 
opening of the question, it should be 
done immediately. 

Lastly, and most important: A 
proper committee should be appointed 
to again look into the matter of a 
hotel. The time has come when this 
need is imperative and unless met at 
once, the progress of our town will 
be hindered immeasurably. The set¬ 
tlement of this includes the settle¬ 
ment of so many othr problems such 
as transportation, park, etc., that it 
demands first and most important 
consideration. 

With heartiest thanks for the co¬ 
operation of the members of the 
Board and with best wishes for the 
enlargement of its work,
